DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to applicant's amendment filed 4/1/2009, in which claims 22- 

25, 27, 29-33, and 37-40 have been cancelled. Claims 1-21 were previously cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 26, 28, 34 and 36 are pending. 

After further search and thorough examination of the present application, claims 

26, 28, 34 and 36 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yablon, in 
view of ITU-T Recommendation, teaches signaling to establish a telecommunication 
connection from a second device to a first device and the first device sending capability 
information to the second device to indicate the type of data the second device is 
capable of receiving. Yablon, in view of ITU-T Recommendation, teaches the second 
device transmitting data to the first device according to the first device's capabilities. On 
the other hand, the present application specifically teaches transmitting historical data to 
and saving historical data on the other respective device and the historical data 
referencing the transmitted subscriber data and the historical data being incorporated 
into the device information to be transmitted, thus further reducing the data flow for 
subscriber identification (see e.g. [0013]). Applicant's independent claims comprise a 
particular combination of elements, which is neither taught nor suggested by prior arts. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
